Farmers Pay Up 
The federal government has loaned 


farmers $225 million under the Farm Im- 
provement Act 1945. D. M. McRae, admin- 
istrator of the act, reported to parliament 
iast week that at the end of 1951 the loss 
incurred was $26,229 or 1/100 of 1 per cent. 

Under the act farmers could borrow 
money from the banks for the purchase of 
land. farm machinery, livestock, erection and 
vepair of farm buildings, etc. The govern- 
ment gave a guarantee to the banks against 
loss to the extent of 10 per cent. 

Claims on the government by the banks 
because of non-payment- of loans declined 
to $6,499 in 1951, down from $9,466 in 1950 
and $10,264 in 1949. :

A substantial proportion of the Joans are 
made to farmers to buy farm implements, 
the total in 1951 being $78 million to finance 
the purchase of $137 million worth of 
machinery and trucks. Farm implement 
manufacturers and distributors are thus re- 
lieved of the cost of credit sales and any 
losses entailed thereby. In this way the 
cost of manufacturing and distributing farm 
machinery is considerably reduced. 


Lucky Smoky Lake 


(From the Edmonton Journal) — 

Glancing through the new Oxford Cana- 
dian Atlas, we notice that the town of 
Smoky Lake, fifty-five miles northeast of 

_ Edmonton, receives specia] mention 1n. the 
yazetteer. It is intriguing to wonder whether 
this “honor” will make it better known and 
thus affect its future. : 

The special mention is purely an acci- 
dent of the geographer’s art. The main 
gazetteer has ninety-six pages and must 
list. some 60,000 names, but “by chance 
Smoky Lake happens to be the first name 
listed on page eighty; so for convenience of 
users it is shown in large type at the top, 
along with the last name listed on the page, 
as is customary in an atlas, dictionary or 
encyclopedia. It is interesting to note that 
only one other Canadian name—Rice Lake, 
Ontario—is equally favored by chance. 

Of course, this is all quite accidental. 
ft is probable that Smoky Lake will be 
favored in the future by the labors of its in- 
habitants and by its geographical location 
in this booming oil province, not by its pos)- 
tion in the gazetteer.

Provincial Election Issues 


Premier Manning has named the day. 
August 5th those Albertans who aren’t on 
their annual vacations wil] be trooping ‘to 
the polls to elect another government. 


We don’t think the issues of this election 
should revolve around whether or not gas 
export should have been-permitted. That 
question is largely a technical matter and 
not one of political policy. If the gas is 
available for export it should be exported. 
If not, it should be kept right here. 


The voters will be conscious of the need 
for natural gas service in the towns and 
villages of Alberta. Any Government that 
will use gas and oil royalties to subsidize 
the building of gas*lines to Alberta rural 
points should find favour with the towns- 
people. 

Farmers of Alberta want rural electrifi- 
cation This can be done if the Government 
wlil subsidize the building of rural lines. The 
power itself can still be sold through pri- 
vate companies. 

Motorists and truckers (and that includes 
just about al] of us) would like to see a 
definite program of good roads. They don't 
have to be paved or hard topped. Most Al- 
bertans would like to see a gravelling pro- 
gram put into effect that would save them 
the heavy upkeep costs of running vehicles 
on such poor roads as are our main high- 
ways. Y. 

The next government should announce 
a definite program to extend telephone ser- 
vice throughout the province. Service given 
by the Alberta Government Telephones is as 
much in need of extension and: improvement 
as any government service we can think of. 

These, we believe, to be the issues that 
should be decided at the Aug. 5 election. 
These are the points of most vital interest to 
every Alberta voter. We wonder if any 
political party will take the opportunity of 
espousing these issues.

Price Support 

The federal government pays about $18 
million a year to assist in maintaining the 
operation of Canadian gold mines, but the 
basic industry of agriculture has received 
only $10 million dollars of federal funds to 
support the price of farm products over a 
period of five. years, or $2 million a year. 

‘This fact was pointed out to the federal 
standing committee on finances by Dr. E. C. 
Hope, economist for the Canadian Federa- 
tion of Agriculture. - 

Dr. Hope said that the gold mining in- 
dustry probably employs not more than 
23,000 workers. On the other hand, there 
are one million workers in the agricultural 
industry.

OTTAWA—Calgary isn't going 
to get its own television for many 
years to come. 

Ang the same applies to Edmon- 
ton. 

The reason? Alberta is not in- 
cluded in the “next stage” of the 
Canadian Broadcasting Corpora- 
tiors television development pro- 
eram. In fact there have been no 
plans made yet for Alberta. 

Chances of any plans being 
made for TV in Alberta are dim, 
because the “next stage’ includes 
seven major Canadian cities out- 
side Alberta and 4t will take some 
years before they are serviced. 

CBC chairman A. D. Dunton 
told The Albertan this while com- 
menting on his -recent statement 
that Ottawa and Quebec City 
would be the next two Canadian 
cities to get TV. He said he was 
misquoted. 

“Recent newspaper reports sug- 
gested that Ottawa and Quebec 
_ City only would be in the next 
stage of our TV development. This 
is not true as there will be seven 
cities in all in the next stage. 

“The CBC hopes to start on the 
‘next stage’ of its TV program 
after the Montreal and Toronto 
TV stations are in operation. This 
should be sometime this Summer.

Farmers Told. 
Not To Grow 
“Fort” Bartey 


The Barley {tmprovement Insti- 
tute has issued a warning to west- 
ern farmers not to grow the new 
variety “Fort” barley recently 
licensed by the federal deyartment 
of agriculture. The Institute ‘super- 
vises the National Barley Contest 
sponsored by the brewing and 
malting industries. 

The Institute says “Fort” is not 
a malting barley. Fears are ex- 
pressed its production even on a 
limited scale may jeopardize the 
high standard of premium malt- 
ing grades which with co-oper- 
ation of. producers it has done 
so much in recent years to build 
up. 

The new variety “Fort was ori- 
ginated by the Cereal Division of 
the federal department of agricul- 
ture. Barley experts admit it has 
the merit of being strong-strawed 
and yields well above average in 
the Maritimes. But it is not suited, 
the Institute stresses, to the drier 
areas and should oot be grown in 
western Ontario or in western 
Canada. 

The Manitoba department of 
agriculture, Manitoba Pool Eleva- 
tors, two malting companies, twu 
Winnipeg grain exporting firms, 
and the Line Elevators Farm Ser- 


vice have joined with the Institute 


in asking Hon. James ‘Gardiner 
to exercise his authority and cancel 
the license. As a result the In- 
stitute has listed seven reasons 
why western farmers. should not 
grow it. They are:- 

1. “Fort” is of much lower malt- 
ing quality than the present pres- 
ent standard varieties O.A.C. 21 
and Montcalm.

Wardle, but has asked that his 
warmest congratulations and 
praise be conveyed to the reci- 
pient who effected so brave a 
rescue. 

Wardle is the son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Josevh Wardle of Tilley and 
a student in Grade X. Born in 
Medicine Hat, he learned to swim 
when he was five vears old. He 
learned water safety, which in- 
cludes the application of artificial 
respiration, at the 
aquatic sehool held last July in 
Lethbridge. 

In speaking of Wardle’s award; 
R. C. Bishop of Edmonton, direc- 


tor of Red Cross swimming and 
water safety in Alberta, said, 
“Frances Burchack, who was 


saved by Wardle in this incident, 
is only one of the manv potential 


- victims of death by drowning in 


Alberta who have been saved by 
action on the part of water safety 
instructors trained by the Qana- 
dian Red Cross Society. 

“Many of the drownings which 
are sure to occur this year and in 
the future in Alberta could well 
be averted if organizations and 
municipalities which plan on con- 
ducting any type of aquatic pro- 
gram would have some person 
such as Robert Wardle attend an 
aquatic schoo] conducted by the 
Canadian Red’ Cross Society in one 
of the many regional schools 
which are held each year in the 
province.

ganizations and municinalities, as
